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WOODS WEEPS AS TOKIO GIVES HIM OV ATION 


Cyrus E. Woods, American Ambassador to Japan, was the 
central figure in one of the most striking demonstrations of pop­ 
ular regard and affection ever seen in Pokio 
The crowd, packing the auditorium of the newspaper IIoclu 
Shimbun to hear him make a farewell address, cheered him with 
“Banzais”, which echoed through the building long after the Am­ 
bassador, half weeping and downcast, had finished. The audience 
then thronged to the platform and wrung his hand to assure him 
of their undying friendship. 
Mr. Woods, deeply affected by the demonstration, left the hall 
to continue his round of Tokio newspaper offices, where he had 
been invited to call. It was the first time such a round of farewell 
calls ever has been made by a departing diplomat. 
In his address at the liochi, the Ambassador said the outpour­ 
ing of sympathy following the earthquake was the true index of 
America's attitude toward Japan and that through such a period 
as the present the Japanese people should remember the exclusion 
of Japanese immigrants by Congress did not represent the wishes 
of the American people as a whole and that a large proportion of 
sentiment in the United States opposed such legislation. 
The climax of his address which brought deafening cheers 
from the packed auditorium, was the promise that although re­ 
signing his office he would continue to devote his best efforts to 
the maintenance of Ameriean-Japanese friendship. His fervent plea 
for co-operation in this work was answered by applause which 
promised the help of all within the sound of his voice. 
Mr. Woods’ method in meeting the delicate situation, arising 
out of the exclusion law, has done more than anything else possi-j 
hie to neutralize Japanese resentment-

The Inliau legend 
credited the G eysers with having 
been the last 
creation 
of 
“The 
Great Spirit," and that contact with 
the steam pouring from the earth 
would dispell earthly d ev ils. 
Some sLxty years ago in vestiga­ 
tion developed that the canyon had 
perhaps the 
greatest 
variety 
of 
m ineral springs 
in the world and 
resulted in the establishm ent of a 
health resort. 
At a huge expense 
two 
excellent 
roads 
were 
built 
along the m ountain 
sid 
to 
the 
spot. 
One follow s the canyon from 
its western entrance at Cloverdale 
17 m iles up the mountain side dur­ 
ing which the traveler rises 1,500 
feet to the head 
of 
the 
canyon. 
Along this route the ramoas Sono­ 
ma County quickcilver m ines closed 
to the foot of the canyon are passed 
The quicksilver deposits 
are 
said 
to be the largest in the w orld. 
The other route from Healdsburg 
and Alexander Valley 
eroses 
one 
mountain range, the road in its 17 
m ile length rising 2,400 
feet 
and 
then 
dropping 
900 
feet 
to 
the 
G eysers. 
But it is not their rem ark­ 
able scenic 
grandeur 
w'hich 
has 
caused investigators for the South­ 
ern Pacific, the General 
Electric, 
Henry Ford and

giants to motor these roads to the 
G eysers. 
It is two giant jets of live steam 
belching 
forth from 
steel 
pipes 
leading to the inner depths of the 
earth with the roar of a Niagara
